Have you been gettin g alon g all 
win ter without an y refrigerator 
other than the win dow box outside, 
or a cold place in your basemen t? 
If you have, the ficklen ess of sprin g 
days will make you realize, as the 
milk an d cream spoil, that a un i­ 
form temperature must be main ­ 
tain ed in order to save on food 
bills. 
To preven t food spoilage, some 
mean s of refrigeration is n eces­ 
sary. 
A con stan t temperature be­ 
low 50 degrees is ideal for keepin g 
foods in the same con dition as they 
were when you put them in to the 
chilled atmosphere of your refrig­ 
erator. 
The effect of con trollrd cold on 
vegetables is a splen did poin t for 
in creasin g the use of automatic 
refrigeration . Lettuce, en dive, car­ 
rots, radishes an d other fresh leafy 
vegetables may be put in to a closed 
vegptablr pan almost wilted from 
beat, an d dryn ess an d, left in the 
circulatin g moist air. they will be­ 
come crisp an d 
freshen ed. 
The 
vegetables should first be washed 
an d clean ed just as though they j 
were goin g right to the table.

winter without any refrigerator 
other than the .window box outside, 
or a cold place in your basement? 
If you have, the fickleness of spring 
days will make you realize, as the 
milk and cream spoil, that a uni- 
form temperature imust be main- 
tained in order to save on food 
bills.

They 
are not irritating to the digestive sys- 
tem and. are readily digested. 


Such foods as salads and raw fruits 


are generally omitted from the soft 
diet. Only a small amount, of butter 
or fats is used. 
Little poultry or 


meat should be eaten. 


A "light diet" is a mixed diet of 


liquids and sollr'-. 
But preen ut ions 


should be taken not to include Irri- 
tating foods, foods difficult to digest 
and foods that might place nn added 
burden on the body. It Is best to eat 
simple 
foods. 
Cooked 
vegetables. 


fresh 
stewed 
fruits, chicken, lean 


meats and fish, soups, simple des- 
serts, cereals and potatoes offer a 
varied and yet easily digested diet.

to obtain the best freezing results, 
follow the manufacturer's direc- 
tions for setting the cold control 
dial to produce the fastest freezing 
possible. Fast freezing produces 
minute ice crystals, while slow 
freezing makes large sharp ice 
crystals that are objectionable.

til a small quantity in cold water 
will form a soft ball.
